terrific speed shown by the allied military in the liberation 
of occu pied Eu rope has su rprised many competent observers, 
bu t it su rely has not su rprised Gen. Dwight Elsenhower and his 
staff. 
The nazi machine, going backward in reverse faster than it 
went forward in the historic days of 19 39 -40, has proved again that 
it never was designed for defensive pu rposes. 
Winston Chu rchill’s 
fear that the invasion and liberation of the continent might destroy 
the “seed” of Britain, have proved to be u nfou nded. 
This, thou gh, 
u ndou btedly is du e to the fact that Eisenhower and Montgomery 
laid down a terrific barrage of steel to crack the vau nted Atlantic 
Wall. 
It had been Eisenhower’s belief that, once this was pierced, 
it wou ld be fou nd that the nazi talk of invincible interior defense 
wou ld prove to be more or leas of a myth. 
There was considerable 
resistance for a few days, of cou rse; bu t since then resistance has 
been more or less chaotic, only a few fanatical commanders in some 
areas pu tting u p a real show of fight.

NEARING SIEGFRIED WALL—The overall pictu re, on latest Mon- 
day reports, was cheering in the extreme—to everyone bu t Hitler 
and his cohorts.

So rapid was the Ger­ 
man retreat everywhere that some more optimistic observers

Opposed Wilson. 
Senator Norris, always a re­ 
publican at heart, was a bitter 
opponent of the policies of former 
president Woodrow Wilson.

American troops to Siberia, he 
said that the president should be 
impeached. For supporting 
the 
filibuster for the defeat of the 
armed neutrality bill and for vot­ 
ing ag ainst the war resolution in 
19 17 , 
just

demnation of the Nebraska stale 
senate. 
Despite the president’s criti­ 
cism of the senate "g roup of 
wilful men," however, in 19 18, 
upon the completion of his first 
term. Senator Norris was re­ 
elected for another six years. 
No republican member of the 
senate was more emphatic in his 
denunciation of the provision of 
the treaty of VersaiHes which 
awarded S h a n t u n g to J apan. 
Shortly after the terms were an­ 
nounced Senator Norris revealed 
what he claimed to be secret 
pledg es 
reg arding 
the 
Chinese 
province g iven to J apan by Great 
Britain and France. 
With other 
republican senators . he attacked 
Viscount Uchida’s statement that 
J apan ultimately would restore 
Shantung to China and declared 
that ‘‘the iniquity of Eng land is 
being overlooked by the Ameri­ 
can people." 
Declines Conference. 
While favoring the disarmament 
proposals of the peace treaty, Mr. 
Norris, in J uly, 19 19 , declined to 
accept President Wilson’s invita­ 
tion to himself and colleag ues to 
confer with him on the Leag ue of 
Nations covenant and later, in a 
speech delivered in the senate, he 
criticised the President’s ex pendi­ 
tures in Europe. 
Accusing the British of vio­ 
lating "all civiliied rules of

Senator 
Norris, on April 16, 19 21. intro­ 
duced a resolution proposing the 
endorsement 
by

Senator Norris was a member 
of the Committee of One Hun­ 
dred, formed by Oswald Villard 
and others, to investig ate con­ 
ditions in Ireland, and whose 


was before the nation’s lawmakers 
he foug ht for g overnment opera­ 
tion of the plant. His thrusts at 
former President Coolidg e in this 
connection were especially vio­ 
lent. 
Wins "Lame Duck Fig ht." 
But the Nornis record was not 
all on the opposition side. In 19 32, 
after 14 year’s effort, he saw

Also 
the same year he suceeded in 
pu.shing throug h bills limiting the 
powers of federal judg es in labor 
di.« putes, and another notable vic­ 
tory at that time was passag e of 
a Norris-sponsored resolution for 
investig ation of the federal farm 
board. 
Norris was well g rounded as a 
fig hting man when he entered 
politics because of his early pri­ 
vations and strug g les. His father 
died soon after the son was born, 
his only brother was killed in the 
Civil war and his mother was in 
most straig htened circumstances. 
Althoug h when 
first sent to 
Washing ton he was known as a 
conservative, partisan republican, 
he lived to abhor what is termed 
“ party reg ularity.” 
As he had 
foug ht "Uncle J oe" Cannon, the 
personification of "one for all and 
all for one” in republicanism, he 
likewise flailed to the rig ht and 
left among his colleag ues, reg ard­ 
less of party, whenever the urg e 
impelled him. 
Opposed ‘Machine.’ 
There were no neutral or pro­ 
hibited zones for him in these 
foray.s, and frequentIV he aimed 
his sting ing darts at the president, 
the leader of his own party. 
Years ag o, when he upbraided 
a new and ambitious member of 
the house for “ bucking the ma­ 
chine,” the republican whip ot 
that branch of cong ress, at that 
time started Georg e W. Norris, 
of Nebraska, on a leg islative ca­ 
reer that was to be one “ buck” 
after another. 
Always known as an insurg ent 
republican, he first bolted the 
p a r t y’s 
presidential 
nominee 
when he supported A1 Smith, 
democrat, in 19 28. When he him­ 
self, ran for re-election in 19 36, 
after 
yielding to the demand 
that he do so from most of the 
then active democratic leaders in 
the state, including his arch one 
time 
enemy, 
the 
late 
Arthur 
Mullen, 
President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt, with whom 
he had 
formed a close and warm friend­ 
ship that was not disturbed by 
their occasional political differ­ 
ences of opinion, referred to him 
as “ one of the five g reatest liv­ 
ing Americans."

American thought; what the practical results of his 
statesman ship? 
There is TVA. 
In its realization , it belon gs 
to him.

It began when American tid es were 
run n in g stron gest, perhaps, of an y time in Amer­ 
ican history in the opposite d irection from govern ­ 
men t own ership an d operation of on e of the major 
resources of a great region . 
But it stan d s there 
tod ay again st all of the tid es, an d it has spread to 
other section s of the coun try , in clud in g his own 
state of Nebraska, an d to other parts of the world . 
There was the fight for the lame d uck amen d ­ 
men t, for the an ti-in jun ction law, for the un i­ 
cameral legislature of Nebraska, an d there were 
the fights for a hun d red other just an d worthy 
causes.
